OVERHEAD. 

N the operation of racing plants and racing 

stables the overhead is too heavy for the times. 
There has been little change from flush days. 
Reduction is necessary and inevitable. In train- 
ing stables wages paid to exercise boys and 
grooms have been reduced very little if any at 
the winter tracks, but with the closing of the 
meetings at Miami, New Orleans, Havana and 
Agua Caliente, it is to be expected that new 
scales will be arranged. 

Here permit us to present the suggestion that 
when new arrangements are made, trainers should 
endeavor to improve the morale of their organi- 
zations. The Turf’s governors should take cog- 
nizance of men who groom and boys who exer- 
cise horses, just as they do trainers and jockeys, 
but not to the extent of imposing a license fee. 
Registration of all persons employed in those 
capacities should be required and officials should 
know all there is to be known about them. If 
that regulation should be adopted, it would be 
easier to raise the standard for men and boys, 
and there would be fewer “ringing”’ cases such as 
that at Havre de Grace and the more recent in- 
cident at Miami. 

Owners are expecting trainers to reduce their 
charges, but this can be done only when there is 
reduction of stable maintenance costs. Feed and 
wages constitute the principal costs. Feed prices 
have been lowered appreciably, except at the 
winter tracks, and they are down considerably 
at New Orleans and Agua Caliente. They were 
kept up in Cuba and an effort was made to keep 
them up at Miami, but through THE BLOOD-HORSE 
expose and the going there of an enterprising 
Lexington feed firm they were reduced until 
there was little complaint, but for all of that 
they were continued high enough to permit of 
handsome profit. 

An item of cost also calling for regulation by 
the governors of the Turf or the owners of the 
tracks is the price of food for stable employees 
at the “kitchens” on the race courses. With meats, 
bread, cereals, milk, butter, eggs and vegetables 
lower than in several years, and the pay to cooks 
Scaled down somewhat, the charges for board of 
these men should be reduced proportionately. 


The practice of “staking’’ jockeys should be 
abandoned. The salaries and fees they receive 
should be adequate for all their proper require- 
ments, leaving something to be put away for use 
when riding days are over. 

During racing time, stall rental is not required 
at any course, but at several tracks a monthly 
rate is charged. We do not know what the rates 
are generally, but at Lexington it is $4 per stall 
per month. That is double what is was in pre- 
war days, and trainers are of the opinion that 
it should be cut to $3, from which figure it was 
raised a few years back. We are not advised, 
however, that the trainers have asked the Lex- 
ington management for a reduction. 


Now, as to the cost of management and oper- 
ation of racing plants. The managers, generally 
speaking, are overpaid; their assistants are over- 
paid, and their all too numerous employees are 
overpaid. About the only persons who are draw- 
ing inadequately or just about right, as the case 
may be, are the track superintendents. 

Three paid stewards are not necessary. A paid 
presiding judge of the right kind, with the as- 
sistance of two subordinate judges, could do all 
that the stewards now do and could easily place 
the horses as well. In former days—the days be- 
fore racing came under political control—only 
three men were in the stand, and they served 
well and satisfactorily, as a rule. No more than 
one patrol judge is necessary. If the starter’s 
assistants were less numerous it would have the 
effect of cutting expense, and decreasing the em- 
ployment of apprentices rather than of older and 
more proficient riders. In various departments 
considerable trimming could be done. This is 
especially true of the tracks having pari-mutuel 
pooling. 

It is likely, of course, that before the year is 
out there will be further reduction of purses, but 
the track owners cannot expect owners of the 
horses to agree to this until after they know there 
has been proper curtailment in expense of man- 
agement and operation. 

The thought here enters that the stockholders 
of those plants not now earning dividends would 
do well for themselves if they would have meet- 
ings for especial consideration of overhead and 
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THE BLOOD-HORSE 


for adjustment of salaries and wages to lower 
scales. If they will cut down overhead and keep 
up purses, they will maintain the better pro- 
grams. Thereby they will continue to attract the 
public’s attention and patronage, and the sooner 
gain restoration of dividends. 


We are counselling thus for the sake of the 
sport of racing and of the horse breeding indus- 
try. We are saying these things because we want 
the interest in the Thoroughbred horse to be un- 
flagging, and because we want America to hold 
her position in the horse breeding world and to 
grow stronger in that position. 

We do not counsel unfair cuts in any direction, 
but we do plead that all unnecessary persons be 
put off the payroll, and that the needed people 
be paid fairly in accordance with their ability 
and their work. 


SAFEGUARDS. 


ISCUSSION of the Hialeah Park “ringer” 

case last week brought an interesting con- 
fession from a horseman who is now getting on 
toward threescore and ten. 


“I once came across the registration certifi- 
cate of one of the horses raced by the stable I 
was working for, and I found that the horse’s 
markings were nothing like those described in 
the paper. But we raced him steadily under the 
same name, though I am satisfied he was not 
the horse he purported to be. Very likely no 
one else in the organization knew the difference. 
There was never any difficulty over it, and I 
never said anything, as I wanted to let well 
enough alone. But it just goes to show you that 
things like that can happen. And you can take 
it from me they are still happening.” 


We are not of the opinion that such things 
happen often enough to perturb us mightily, but 
we are of the opinion that they ought never to 
happen. We are further of the opinion that 
racing associations and The Jockey Club should 
make their regulations so complete, their vigil- 
ance so unwearying, and their forms of procedure 
so foolproof that neither the most innocent 
stablehand nor the most diabolical cheater can 
commit such errors without being apprehended. 
A difficult program, we admit; yet not so diffi- 
cult but that it might very profitably be under- 
taken. 

Especially susceptible of error and misstate- 
ment is our system of registering and identifying 
foals. There is no official accounting required 
for any Thoroughbred foal until October of the 
year it is born. No record of the service 
need be kept, and no signed statement need pass 
between the stallion owner and mare owner, nor 
between either of these and The Jockey Club. 
The whole matter, until the foal is registered, 
may be a thing of memory, though, in justice

to our breeders, we must say that the record is, 
in practice, hardly ever left to such a faulty 
medium. 

Contrast our own methods with those in force 
in France. It must be admitted that we can 
not very well pattern our own procedure after 
that of the French, for they have a government 
control of breeding and racing such as would 
be obnoxious to American horsemen and to the 
Government also. But we can at least learn 
something from their methods, as described by 
a noted authority under the nom de plume of 
Ithuriel in a recent issue of The Sporting Life 
(London) : 


France is divided into six breeding areas. 
Normandy is governed from Le Pin. Tarbes 
and Pau are the most important in the 
South, while Seine and Oise (covering Chan- 
tilly) is under the supervision of Compiegne. 

The Ministry of Agriculture made a regu- 
lation as long ago as 1833 that all Thor- 
oughbred stallion owners should give a 
signed certificate of all dates of services of 
any mare. 

The following year, if there were produce, 
the then owner of the mare had to make a 
signed declaration in the presence of the 
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Maire of the locality in which was situated 
the stud farm when the foal was born. 


This declaration had to give all details 
of the sire and dam of the foal, and full 
details of the foal, markings, etc. For one 
hundred years this regulation has not been 
altered. 


Each season after his stallion has been 
officially approved the owner applies for a 
certain number of service cards, say 40 in 
all. These are to be used for his own and 
public mares. 


Unless full details of the produce is ad- 
vised on the official service cards it cannot 
be registered in the French Stud Book, which 
appears every three years. 


There are annual supplements which are 
much delayed in publication, as unhappily all 
work is done at the Government printing 
works. 


The service card issued to the stallion 
owner is in three sections. In reality there 
are four, but the far left-hand side is re- 
tained at the Government Stud for record. 
The card contains full details of the ap- 
proved stallion. 


The middle left-hand section of the card 
is completed with details of the mare and all 
service dates during the season. This is 
essential. 


The owner of the sire can retain this card 
until he has been paid the service fee, and as 
shown without this card, it is impossible to 
register the produce in the Stud Book. 


No duplicates are given in any circum- 
stances, even if a certificate be lost and loss 
proved. 


If a mare is sold her service card must be 
handed over to the purchaser. 


In public sales the auctioneer insists upon 
being in possession of these cards before the 
mare is offered for sale. They pass on the 
needed cards to the buyers. 


The following year the breeder of the pro- 
duce must complete the far left-hand section, 
with fullest details of the foal, including a 
name and all details of marks of identifica- 
tion. He swears this before the local au- 
thority. 

He then sends the whole certificate to the 
Stallion Depot. 


The stallion owner at the end of each 
season must furnish a list of all mares 
covered. Therefore both certificate and list 
can be checked to discover any discrepancy. 
If all is in order the certificates are sent to 
the Stud Book authorities for registration. 


These certificates must be registered by 
Dec. 31 of the year of birth, but any modi- 
fication of the markings can be made up to 
the end of the following year for Thorough- 
breds only. 


Thus it will be seen that while the system 
is a bit lengthy and perhaps rather com- 
plicated or governmental, all the same it is 
thoroughly effective. 

The plan is a little changed for the pro- 
duce of a mare which was covered out of 
France. The terms of the declaration are 
just the same, but it must be made on 
Special stamped paper, and the signature 


attested by the Maire. The Stud Book com- 
piler accepts such certificate for the regis- 
tration of the foal. 


Since 1905 no animal could be registered 
in the French Stud Book unless it was 
named. It is expressively mentioned on the 
service card that the fee for the service is 
due when the mare has been covered once. 
Thus there is no chance for misunderstand- 
ing. 

Naturally any cards unused must be re- 
turned at the end of the season. 


I could not for one minute think of sug- 
gesting that this system be adopted in Eng- 
land and Ireland. It has been explained 
merely as a matter of interest as to how 
these things are done elsewhere. 


It should, however, be very easy to 
design a form of simple service-card for gen- 
eral use. These could be in books like 
nomination forms. It need be in three sec- 
tions so that the stallion owner would retain 
the counterpart. 


In the middle portion could be given 
details of the sire, the year of service, breed- 
ing of the mare, and the dates of services 
added. 


The amount of service fee could be named 
at the foot, and this be signed as a receipt 
by the owner of the horse when the fee is 
paid. 

On the right-hand section could be given 
a complete record of the foal, including its 
marks of identification supplied by a veteri- 
nary surgeon. 

The information would be of the greatest 
assistance to the compilers of the Stud Book, 
as in the event of the horse being exported 
the veterinary certificate of breeding and 
markings now insisted upon could be checked 
against the information of the same char- 
acter supplied on the service certificates. 

Any errors could at once be corrected and 
a certain amount of mistrust avoided, since 
it would be shown that every possible safe- 
guard had been taken. 


THE PEOPLE’S DECISION 


HEN Col. Charles A. Lindbergh conquered 

the Atlantic ocean the flight was made to 
earn a purse, but there were no paid admissions 
to the field where he took off and not many 
spectators. 


The welcoming crowd on his arrival in France 
was among the most enthusiastic of all times. 
It would seem from his reception that the masses 
know instinctively when and how to value 
chivalry, without the aid of our friends on the 
press. 


The totalisator came into being on this con- 
tinent at Hialeah Park, and was instantly con- 
demned by a few persons with no more of an 
idea of the totalisator’s value than a monkey 
in a side show. 

However, the masses who pay for its use and 
the protection it affords are going to have a 
great deal to do with deciding whether it shall 
continue to be used in this country.

Her descendants have 
been an immeasurable force in our Thoroughbred 
breeding history. A mare of *Cinderella’s 
family is a treasure in any stud. This *Cin- 
derella is not to be confused with that other 
*Cinderella, by Hermit, which is also one of our 
famous importations. The one other stakes win- 
ner of 1931 from the No. 1 family is from the 
branch of the Oaks-winning Hermit mare 
Lonely, whose fifth dam was Wagtail. No. 21 
produced three stakes winners in 1928, three in 
1929, four in 1930. 


NO. 22 FAMILY. 

The No. 22 family “fans out” from Canary 
Birl, a daughter of Whiskey or Sorcerer (by 
Trumpator). From one of her daughters, Quad-

the mare by Scud or Pioneer 
(in these tables, in cases of 
doubtful parentage, the second 
sire only is considered). A 
member of this mare’s family 
was *Merry Wife, foaled in 
1861 and imported to New 
York by Pierre’ Lorillard. 
Through her daughter Mar- 
guerite, *Merry Wife has es- 
tablished in America a very 
successful family. Three 
stakes winners of 1931 are 
her close-up descendants. No. 
22’s total for 1931 was six 
stakes winners, which may be 
compared with five in 1928, 
six in 1929, and eight in 1930. 


NO. 23 FAMILY. 


Eleven stakes winners, a bit 
more than its recent yearly 
average, came from No. 23 in 
1931. In 1928, this group had 
seven stakes winners, in 1929 
it had seven, and in 1930 it 
had 10. No. 23 divides early 
in its history into the Grey 
Brocklesby and Bay Brockles- 
by branches, of which the 
former is much the less con- 
spicuous. The permanence of 
Grey Brocklesby’s branch de- 
pends upon the mare Whim, 
by Drone, which is twice re- 
presented on the accompany- 
ing table. On the other hand, 
Bay Brocklesby’s descendants 
are a multitude and they come 
down to us through many 
avenues. Two of those in the 
accompanying table come 
through lines which have been 
developed in Europe, but the 
majority, six in all, are from 
the family of that wonderful 
old white mare *Galopade (or 
*Gallopade), by Catton, foaled 
in England in 1828 and 
brought to America in 1833. 
Through three of her daugh- 
ters, Fandango, Cotillion and 
Reel, she has left a deep im- 
print on breeding history. The 
Reel branch has almost died 
out, though it was once the 
strongest of the three. Fan- 
dango and Cotillion are repre- 
sented by three 1931 stakes 
winners each. The *Galopade 
family is one of the three or 
four most important in the 
American Stud Book. 


NO. 24 FAMILY, ETC. 

Of the other families which 
received their numbers from 
Bruce Lowe, we have not 
enough space to speak in 
detail, except to mention that 
the grand old mare *Weather- 
witch (24) is still represented 
on the stakes winning list. 
*Weatherwitch, by Weather- 
bit, was one of the mares 
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which Nelson Dudley and B. G. Bruce selected in 
England in 1860 as agents for the Kentucky Im- 
porting Company. From *Weatherwitch have 
descended three winners of the Kentucky Derby, 
Fonso, Hindoo and Paul Jones. 

None of the other numbered families produced 
more than one winner of stakes races in 1931. 
It may be noticed there is a stakes winner 
(Portam) from the No. 40 family. This family 
is practically extinct outside of America, and 
here it exists upon a strong but slender line. 
Portam’s tenth dam was the mare by Ball’s 
Florizel (or sister to Tuckahoe, as she is usually 
called) which produced Boston, sire of Lexington. 

American families and the one stakes winner 
descended in tail female from a mare by Ser- 
bright’s Arabian will be considered in later issues. 


THE BROODMARE SIRES 

WEEP, which died last year at the age of 
24, stood tenth on the list of broodmare 
sires for 1931. In 1930 he was eighth, and in 
1929, seventeenth. Last year, 44 of his daughters 
produced 63 winners of 189 races and $124,785. 
Five stakes winners are included, one of them 
being the Kentucky Derby candidate Sweeping 
Light. A correction has been made in Sweep’s 
totals for the year. It will be noted by reference 
to the list of 20 leaders published in THE BLOoop- 
HORSE of January 30, page 188, that Sweep was 
credited with 45 daughters, dams of 64 win- 
ners of 191 races and $125,365. It was discovered 
in making a final check that Chuno, a winner 
of two races, had been set down as being out of 
a Sweep mare, whereas Chuno herself is by

ATMINT occupies eleventh place on the list 

of sires of dams of winners in 1931, due al- 
most entirely to the feat of Mike Hall in winning 
the Agua Caliente Handicap. *Clonakilty, Mike’s 
dam, was represented by two other winners, the 
promising Cathop and the cantankerous Adalor 
T. Catmint, which got *Clonakilty in England, 
was destroyed in New Zealand in 1928, when he 
was suffering from paralysis. The chief char- 
acteristic of his stock was its distance ability.

Judged solely 
on performance, Top Flight at two was every 
whit as aggresive as that grand daughter of 
Broomstick and Jersey Lightning. Insofar as 
anyone now knows, she may prove as illustrious 
at three by duplicating Regret’s Derby victory. 
Her prospects of accomplishing this are reflected 
in the odds—-she is the favorite.

LD ROSEBUD is convinced that you can beat 
a race—particularly if you are the owner of 
two horses reasonably similar in coat color and 
physical characteristics, one of them capable of 
a little speed. But for his going sadly amiss on 
the occasion of his last masquerade, Aknahton, 
alias Shem, alias Gailmont, might continue 
serenely on his nefarious way; not, however, at 
Hialeah Park, we'll warrant. As this is written, 
the name of the person who first detected a flaw 
in the identity of the animal has not been di- 
vulged. I’d like to know who is possessed with 
such acute powers of perception. Only occur- 
rences which are indeed extraordinary produce 
excitement in the writer, but he is frank to con- 
fess that he was no little astonished to learn the 
impostor at Hialeah was established as none 
other than Aknahton, the original “horse of an- 
other color,” which, we thought, had somehow 
been spirited away from the tracks forever when 
“rolled off’? after the Shem episode. We expect 
to pick up a paper any day now and read that 
Westy Hogan has staged a comeback under a 
brand new alias.

We can imagine that foals by him will be flashy 
fellows, usually chestnuts, with much white about 
them. And it is no strain on the imagination also 
to picture them as liberally endowed with speed.

S Billy Walker in the house? Old Rosebud 
chanced upon a piece of news the other day that 
might be of interest, particularly to Ten Broeck’s 
pilot. The German breeders, A. and C. Weinberg, 
are sending nine of their 29 matrons to the court 
of Graf Ferry, one of the several sires serving 


at their Waldfried Stud, according to Horse and 
Hound (London). Graf Ferry is a son of Fervor 
—Grave and Gay, by Henry of Navarre. This is 
the same Grave and Gay that Walker broke at 
Louisville many years ago and which went first 
to England, where, as a 2-year-old, she proved 
second only to Sceptre among the fillies of her 
year; later going to Germany, where she was a 
wonderful producer. And Billy is our authority 
for it that she wasn’t “big as a minute” as a year- 
ling, but she held the unofficial yearling record 
at Churchill Downs for years.

HAR LAP set the folk at Agua Caliente to 
thinking last week when, on the occasion of 
his first real work since arriving in this country, 
he easily turned six furlongs in :24, :36, :48, 
1:00 2-5 and 1:13 2-5. I hadn’t thought him 
capable of so much “lick” the first five furlongs, 
but it looks as if this estimate will have to be 
revised. The writer still thinks that Phar Lap’s 
winning the Agua Caliente Handicap is only a 
question of his going to the post “in the pink’— 
or would he have to be at the peak of his form 
to beat the sort of opposition he will have? 
Probably not. Trainer Woodcock anticipates no 
difficulty in bringing him to the race in fine 
fettle without the aid of actual competition prior 
to the running.

HE Nevada Stock Farm Stable named Hygro 
for the Preakness, but did not forward a sub- 
scription for him to the Kentucky Derby. It is 
reported that Tom Kearney, of St. Louis, was in 
receipt of some play on the son of *Epinard in 
his book about the Louisville classic and that he 
is going to return these investments, albeit he 
would be within his rights in keeping the money. 
Perhaps, young Dick Carman, whose father 
trained *Omar Khayyam, only imported horse 
to win the race (he was conditioned for the en- 
gagement by Charley Patterson), has mapped 
out a campaign over the shorter distances for him. 


MARYLAND 
HAVRE DE GRACE HOLDS UP. 
HE Harford Agricultural and Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, through its racing secretary, Joseph 
McLennan, makes the announcement that its four 
stakes to be run at the spring meeting, April 16 
to 30, will close Thursday, April 7, and that each 
of them will have an added value of $10,000. This 
is the same figure at which they have been given 
in recent years. Apparently Havre de Grace is 
one of the few tracks which will not resort to 
retrenchment this sesson. The stakes program, 
varying in no particular from the usual Havre de 
Grace spring list, is as follows:

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RACING TAX REDUCED. 


HE bill introduced by Representative Frank 

LeBus, of Cynthiana, on behalf of the Ameri- 
can Turf Association and others interested in the 
ownership of minor race courses in Kentucky, re- 
duced the license tax for such plants from $2,500 
per day to $500 per day, has passed the two 
houses of the General Assembly and has received 
Governor Ruby Laffoon’s signature. The measure 
therefore has become the law, since it carried an 
emergency clause. The bill passed in the House 
of Representatives, 66 to 14, on February 17. It 
passed in the Senate, 28 to 5, on February 25, 
and within half an hour was signed by the Gov- 
ernor. The status of Louisville and Latonia is 
unchanged. Each of those tracks will continue 
to be licensed at $2,500 per day. Lexington and 
Dade Park will each be licensed at $500 per day. 
They formerly were licensed at $2,500 per day. 
The status of Raceland, as regards the tax to be 
paid, is the same as Lexington and Dade Park. 
Where a track is owned by a regular organized 
fair association, racing for a period of six days 
or less may be conducted without the payment of 
license and without application to the State Rac- 
ing Commission. For more than six days, how- 
ever, there can be no racing at any plant unless 
licensed by the State Racing Commission and un- 
less the lawful tax is paid. 


STATE RACING COMMISSION ? 


Governor Ruby Laffoon had not announced the 
appointment of a new State Racing Commission 
when THE BLOOD-HORSE went to press this week. 
THE BLOoD-HOoRSE has been informed by Fred A. 
Forsythe, secretary of the Thoroughbred Horse 
Association, and others who attended a confer- 
ence, or rather a series of conferences, in Frank- 
fort, that an official of the American Turf Asso- 
ciation has agreed to the appointment of Messrs. 
Polk Laffoon, of Covington; James P. Edwards, 
of Louisville; T. P. Hayes, of Lexington; Rodman 
Meacham, of Hopkinsville; and G. B. Senff, of 
Mt. Sterling, and that Governor Laffoon has 
stated that those gentlemen are acceptable to 
him. The expectation appears to be that the 
agreement will be carried out and that those 
above named will be appointed and’ their names 
sent to the Senate for confirmation within the 
next few days. However, there is nothing so un- 
certain (unless it be death) in the course of 


human events than is the trend of matters po- 
litical. 


SPRING MEETING AT LEXINGTON. 


Following the adoption of the act reducing the 

license tax for minor Kentucky tracks to $500 
per day, and the signing of that act by Governor 
Laffoon, it was announced by President Sewell 
Combs of the Kentucky Association, subsidiary 
of the American Turf Association, that a race 
meeting of 10 days, opening April 16 and ending 
April 27, will be held at the historic Lexington 
course. Details as to stakes and purses are yet 
to be made known. and the dates are yet to be 
sanctioned by the State Racing Commission. 


PATTERSON OPENS PUBLIC STABLE. 


Charles T. Patterson, of Lexington, who has 
been with Anthony Pelleteri at New Orleans this 
winter, returned early this week from the Fair 
Grounds and opened a public stable at Douglas 


Park, Louisville. Among the owners for whom 
he will handle horses are Ben Block, Anthony 
Pelleteri, E. K. Thomas and J. S. Mullins. Four 
head, owned by Mr. Block, were shipped Satur- 
day of last week from Old Hickory Farm, Lex- 
ington, to Mr. Patterson’s stable at Douglas Park, 


RACELAND MEETING NOT LIKELY. 


Charles B. Shaffer, one of the principal stock- 
holders in the company now owning the Race- 
land race course, near Ashland, stated a few 
days ago that he and his associates have no dis- 
position to hold a race meeting at that plant. 
He stated that the company would not be averse 
to leasing the plant to responsible people, but 
that he personally is of the opinion that the 
chances for making money there this year are 
decidedly slim. That section of the State has 
been hard hit as a result of the curtailment of 
industrial plant operation and decreased car load- 
ings. In short there is very little money for 
sports this year.

The pre- 
vious day the Derby Trial Handicap was run and 
won by Sazerac, which “got a break’”’ in the fact 
that Lucky Tom had been shipped to Miami, 
where he made an unsuccessful try for the Flor- 
ida Derby. The Fair Grounds meeting has this 
week and two more to run, and four stakes yet 
to be decided. 


COLLECTS $1,717.20 FOR $2. 

H. D. Hubbard, of Kansas City, Mo., was the 
only person who had a winning ticket on the 
“daily double” at the Fair Grounds February 24, 
but when he arrived at the pay-off window he 
found such a crowd there ahead of him that it 
was only with considerable difficulty that he was 
able to make his way to the cashier.

HIALEAH PARK CLOSES. 

T the conclusion of the Miami Jockey Club’s 

race meeting of 39 days at Hialeah Park, 
Saturday, February 27, Joseph E. Widener, 
kingpin of the organization, expressed himself as 
well pleased with the first session under the new 
law at the magnificently rebuilt and reappointed 
plant, even though it was not financially profit- 
able. Mr. Widener regretted that efforts had 
been made by unsportsmanlike persons to violate 
the rules of racing during the meeting, but he 
was proud of the fact that some, if not all, of 
the culprits had been found out and punished by 
the stewards, who displayed commendable alert- 
ness after the meeting was well under way, even 
though they had been criticised by some of the 
racing scribes for seeming inactivity during the 
early stages. The “ringing” attempt might have 
been successful had not the horse become lame 
during the running of the event, but, as very 
frequently happens to cheaters, that lameness 
intervened to miscarry their plans and get them 
banished from the Turf. The jockey, Smith, who 
did a bunglesome job of pulling his mount under 
the very eyes of the stewards, is through, as he 
should be, and W. T. Anderson is considered by 
many the most of the horsemen who were 
present at the meeting to have had a lucky 
break in that he did not get more severe pun- 
ishment for his irregularities at the meeting. 
He shipped his horses to Columbia, S. C., and 
expects to go from there to race in the East. 
The stewards could have referred the matter to 
the Florida Racing Commission, as they did in 
the case of Jockey Smith, but gave Mr. Ander- 
son the benefit of the doubt when he stated that 
he had nothing to do with the rider’s violation 
of the rules of racing and had not profited in 
any way therefrom. However, Mr. Anderson, 
and all others who race for themselves and other 
persons, would do well to fully comply with the 
rules respecting the registration of the full and 
complete ownership of all horses and obtain in 
advance of the meeting the proper authorization 
to act in the capacity of agent. 

The revenues at Hialeah Park were not suf- 
ficient to meet the expenses of the meeting, 
but just what the deficit is has not been disclosed 
by the Miami Jockey Club. The best day of the 
meeting in respect of attendance (about 15,000) 
and totalisator play ($319,296) was the closing 
day, the day on which George D. Widener’s 
splendid filly, Evening, won the Florida Derby 
in hollow fashion from Robert M. Eastman’s 
Cathop, which good colt was not without excuses. 
The big disappointment of the race for a large 
number of persons was J. J. Robinson’s Lucky 
Tom, shipped from New Orleans for the event. 

Wise Anne’s victory in the Nursery Stakes 
No. 2 on the last Thursday of the meeting was 
formful. She had defeated Lucille K. in a truly 
run event, and there was the line for her per- 
formance in the stakes for 2-year-old fillies. 

The owners and officials of Hialeah Park are 
to be congratulated on the racing and the con- 
fidence the public has in them. 

WISE ANNE NURSERY WINNER. 

Just as Nevada Queen, inbred to Hanover, 
proved herself the fastest trick among the 2- 
year-old fillies on the West Coast last winter, so 
has W. C. Weant’s Wise Anne, also inbred to 
Hanover, earned recognition as one of the best, 


or perhaps the best, among the 2-year-old fillies 
on the East Coast this winter. Wise Anne’s three 
previous starts had shown her up so well that she 
was made favorite, on Thursday, February 25, for 
the second running of the Nursery Stakes No. 2 
($2,500 added, 2-year-old fillies, three furlongs, 
Nursery Course). The track had been drenched 
and its sloppy condition was considered to favor 
the Wise Cousellor filly, as she had previously 
raced well on a muddy track. H. Elston, who 
had the mount, got the favorite away in the lead 
and winged along in front all the way, winning 
by two lengths. W. S. Kilmer’s entry of Mint- 
wina and Dark Love, a neck apart, were second 
and third respectively. Fourth money went to 
C. V. Whitney’s Fretwork, the second choice. The 
others in the nine-horse field were Transen, Oh 
Baby, Oswego Princess, Via Appia, Miss Broom. 
The starters carried 119 pounds each, except 
Oswego Princess and Via Appia, which had 114. 
Time, :34 4-5, track sloppy; the fast time attests 
the excellent construction of the Hialeah track.

TROPICAL PARK. 


The Gables Racing Association opened its sec- 
ond meeting, scheduled to continue until Satur- 
day, March 19, at Tropical Park on Monday, 
February 29, with a crowd larger than was ex- 
pected. The betting was more brisk than the 
management had contemplated and many were 
shut out at the pari-mutuel wickets of which there 
were not a sufficient number open to accommo- 
date all who wished to wager at the last moment 
before the starts of the races. This is taken as 
a favorable augury for a financial success, and 
Manager Frank J. Bruen naturally was elated 
over the outlook for profits to balance the losses 
sustained at the first meeting. The riding of 
Hank Mills was feature of the opening day. The 
youngster piloted three winners. 


EVENING’S EASY DERBY TRIUMPH. 


Five colts, a gelding and a filly went to the 
post last Saturday, February 27, for the fifth 
Florida Derby ($10,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 1-8 
miles). The filly, George D. Widener’s Evening 
(113), with R. Leischman up, won with extra- 
ordinary ease. Sent around the first turn in 
close pursuit of the leaders, she went to the 
front after three furlongs and opened a wide 
lead on the backstretch. Her margin kept in- 
creasing, and on the second turn she was five 
lengths in front of G. W. Ogle’s Trombone (118), 
with R. M. Eastman’s Cathop (118) third, a 
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length farther back. Cathop had been in trouble 
on the first turn and Mack Garner was forced 
to take him up, but moved up steadily after that, 
catching Trombone just before reaching the 
finish and beating him a head for place. But 
nothing in the race gained on the flying filly. 
She came to the finish five lengths ahead of 
Cathop, with her jockey looking back. E. A. 
Igleheart’s Bay Angon (118) was fourth, well 
back of the others. The trailers were Renais- 
sance (118), Sansarica (114), Lucky Tom (126). 
Renaissance and Lucky Tom were shipped from 
New Orleans for the race, to run under the 
colors of J. J. Robinson. Because of Lucky Tom’s 
good record, the entry was a well played third 
choice, but he never figured in the running, 
finishing last. Renaissance had the lead until 
Evening took it. Time, :23 3-5, :47 1-5, 1:11 4-5, 
1:38, 1:50 4-5, track fast. Stakes division, $9,725, 
$2,000, $1,000, $500.

HIALEAH PARK’S RINGER. 


Fourteen horse went to the post for the third 
race, six furlongs, for 3-year-olds, at Hialeah 
Park February 23. Favorite was W. Kane’s Gail- 
mont, which had come from Agua Caliente and 
was making his first start at Hialeah. In the 
totalisator $8,489 had been wagered on Gailmont; 
$7,000 of the total was “come-back” money. The 
preponderance of away-from-the-track backing 
made the stewards suspicious. They watched the 
horse carefully in the race. A. Prain, riding him, 
got him off to a good start, sent him to the lead 
after half a mile. Then suddenly the horse quit 
and through the last quarter he dropped back 
until at the finish he was ahead of only three 
horses. He returned to the stands with a bowed 
tendon. 


Officials took charge of the horse and an- 
nounced they would investigate his identity. He 
had run in a race exclusively for 3-year-olds, 
under the name of Gailmont, registered as a son 
of Gayly—Zenda, by Jake, an obscure pedigree. 
Horsemen and veterinarians who looked into his 
mouth pronounced him a 4-year-old. The horse 
“looked like” Aknahton, which had been sub- 
stituted for Shem, a 2-year-old, in a successful 
“ringer” case at Havre de Grace October 3, 1931. 
Aknahton, however, had more white on his feet. 
That night the horse was watched closely in his 
stall, and by dawn the dye had come off and the 
feet were white. The markings were all those 
of Aknahton, a 4-year-old. He was identified 
positively by W. J. McKnight, a member of the 
staff of George Odom, who trained Aknahton 
when he was the property of Marshall Field. 


Family particulars: 


Harold Thurber, who had ridden Aknahton, 
corroborated the identification. 


From Agua Caliente on February 24 came 
Judge Francis Nelson’s statement that Gail- 
mont had been identified positively while racing 
there and winning two races. The owner, W. 
Kane, had the “papers,” the registrar of The 
Jockey Club had verified the markings, the horse 
had been thoroughly washed in the presence of 
officials. The examinations at Agua Caliente had 
come about as a result of Gailmont’s two wins 
when he carried large commissions. Judge Nel- 
son reported: 


“Gailmont was bred by L. N. Blackwell near 
Havre de Grace and sold last year to ‘Bud’ 
Stotler, who returned him after a couple of 
months because of unsoundness. Dr. H. J. Me- 
Carthy examined Gailmont for Willis Kane be- 
fore Kane purchased the animal and gave a 
report which the Agua Caliente stewards have 
seen. The horse that raced at Agua Caliente 
was unquestionably Gailmont.” 

Later Judge Nelson stated that he had received 
word from Mr. Blackwell, Gailmont’s breeder, 
that the horse he sold was a gelding, whereas 
the horse which raced at Agua Caliente was a 
colt. In the meantime Dr. McCarthy, interviewed 
at Baltimore, had stated that he had never seen 
Gailmont in his life. On February 26 C. L. 
Hunter, a Baltimore druggist, recalled that on 
December 13 he had sold 12 cans of dark brown 
hair dye to a suspicious-looking man who said 
he was going to “play a trick on a couple of 
newlyweds.” Other evidence accumulated, with 
the result that on February 26 the stewards of 
the Miami Jockey Club suspended three men 
and five horses and the following day the Florida 
Racing Commission met to consider the stewards’ 
rulings and banished the three men and five 
horses from the Turf. The report of the stewards, 
as given out by Senior Steward E. C. Smith: 

“John P. Crawford and Willie Kane, owners, 
A. F. Tavenner, trainer, and the horses Dunrock, 
Polish Prince, and Lindby, the property of Craw- 
ford, and the horses, Danish Prince and Gail- 
mont, registered under the ownership of Kane, 
are suspended by the stewards and the case re- 
ferred to the Florida racing commission with 
recommendations. 

“The horse, which was entered as the 3-year- 
old Gailmont has been identified as the 4-year-old 
Aknahton. 

“Crawford and Kane have not been seen 
around Miami since the running of the race on 
February 23, but Tavenner received messages 
this morning from Crawford in New York and 
Kane in Savannah advising him to dispose of the 
horses and settle outstanding bills, but giving no 
address for future communications. 

“Gailmont was bred at Blackwell’s farm near 
Havre de Grace. Information from the breeder 
elicited that on December 14, 1931, two men giv- 
ing the names of Crawford and Williams of New 
York bought Gailmont. Crawford returned a few 
weeks ago and paid the balance due on the sale. 
The ‘Williams’ referred to may have been Kane. 

“The alleged Gailmont raced at Agua Caliente, 
winning two races out of five starts. The five 
horses mentioned above were shipped to Florida 
about a week after the alleged Gailmont’s last 
win. 

“Crawford, according to Tavenner, was here for 
more than a week after the horses’ arrival and 
then left, giving the address of a Pittsburgh hotel. 
Kane, so Tavenner claims, was here the day of 
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the race and paid the jockey’s fee. Tavenner 
claims he was unable to find Kane at the Miami 
address given by the latter and was informed 
that Kane had never been registered there. Tele- 
grams to the Pittsburgh hotel named by Crawford 
also failed to produce the latter’s registration.” 


PADDOCK SALE AT HIALEAH. 


February 26, the day before the closing at 
Hialeah Park, a sale of horses was conducted in 
the paddock by J. S. (Tony) Wallace. Thirty- 
six head brought $24,755, average $687.64. Top 
price was $4,300 for James River, one of those 
consigned by George D. Widener, whose eight 
head brought $8,950, average $1,118.75. Sum- 
mary:

WESTERN 


MUTUEL BILL IN CALIFORNIA. 
HERE is agitation in California again for 
the legalization of pari-mutuel wagering on 
various kinds of tests of speed, including horse, 


dog, automobile and motorcycle racing. The 
measure was in the hands of Attorney General 
Webb last week for examination. It was ex- 
pected that the bill would be put in circulation 
soon with a petition for submitting it to the 
voters next fall. To bring it to the polls, 110,000 
signatures are necessary. A license fee of $1,500 
for tracks near San Francisco and Los Angeles 
is provided, and a fee of $1,000 daily for tracks 
in other counties. Developments of the last few 
seasons have caused the supporters of racing to 
take new hope of passing a bill. 

Agua Caliente got through last week without 
closing. Loversall won the Senorita Stakes, on 
its program of Monday, February 21. A dead 
heat was run, and later run off, on February 24. 
Sunday, February 28, two stakes were run, the 
Don Stakes, won by Linden Tree (whose last 
previous victory had complications which re- 
sulted in Baron Long being ruled off), and the 
Fashion Stakes, captured by Mrs. W. T. Ander- 
son’s Cabezo. These two stakes will be sum- 
marized in our next issue. 

Phar Lap’s training progress continues to 
attract more attention than the actual races at 
Agua Caliente, and it now appears that the 
Australian gelding may be in excellent form for 
the $50,000 added Agua Caliente Handicap to be 
run March 20. 


LOVERSALL WINS SENORITA STAKES. 

The Meadowbrook Stable’s Loversall (119) 
scored her fourth consecutive victory February 
22 at Agua Caliente in the second running of the 
Senorita Stakes ($1,500 added, 2-year old fillies, 
four furlongs). With R. Jones in the saddle, she 
fought a duel with J. A. Coburn’s Nuhat (119), 
the favorite, until the stretch was reached, and 
there drew away to win easily while Nuhat 
dropped back unplaced. Second, three and a half 
lengths behind the winner, was J. P. Keezek’s 
Pana Franka (115), which beat C. W. Carroll’s 
Sis McKeever (110) a neck. The winner’s stable- 
mate, Good Thoughts (119), was fourth. Others 
in the nine-horse field were Segunda (119), Silk 
Rag (115), First Pip (110), Silk Covering (110).

AGUA CALIENTE’S DEAD HEAT. 


The first dead heat of the year occurred at 
Agua Caliente in the fifth race of February 24. 
Shasta Snow and Bad Boy, $1,000 platers, were 
the particinants. Both longshots, they finished 
three lengths ahead of the next closest horse. 
Contrary to American custom of recent years, 
the owners elected to have the dead heat run 
off. The run-off came shortly after the sixth 
race, Shasta Snow winning by three-quarters of 
a length. The mutuel pay-off was held up until 
the official winner was decided, but no mutuels 
were sold on the run-off. 


YOUNG JOCKEY KILLED. 


Jockey W. Westrone’s proud parents, of Baker, 
Mont., watched him from the Agua Caliente 
grandstand February 27 as his mount stumbled 
after finishing fifth in the first race. After the 
field had swept past him the rider was picked 
up with a fractured skull and jaw, a concussion 
of the brain and internal injuries. He died that 
night in a hospital, cutting short a most promis- 
ing career. He was apprenticed to his father and 
had been riding about a year.

FOREIGN 


THE GRAND NATIONAL. 

VER the stiff Aintree Course of four miles 

at Liverpool, England, Friday, March 18, the 
internationally interesting Grand National 
Steeplechase Handicap is to be decided. Of the 
50 horses eligible for the event, C. R. Taylor’s 
Grakle, winner of the race last year, now 10 
years old, was this week made favorite at 17 
to 2 in the call-over of the betting odds at the 
Victoria Club in London. The American con- 
tingent for the race numbers 14 and one of these, 
Mrs. C. S. Bird, Jr.’s, Heartbreak Hill, ranks 
second choice at 10 to 1. E. A. Berry’s Remus 
and Mrs. M. A. Gemmell’s Gregalach, winner in 
1929 and second to Grakle last year, are each 
quoted at 100 to 9. John Hay Whitney’s Dusty 
Foot is quoted at 25 to 1. Mr. and Mrs. Whitney 
are now in England, having sailed from New 
York February 19. It is regrettable that Mr. 
Whitney’s chief dependence for the event, Sir 
Lindsay, was recently eliminated from the possi- 
bility of starting because of an injury to one 
of his feet. Robin McAlpine’s Richmond II, which 
finished third to Gregalach and Easter Hero in 
the Grand National of 1929, fell and broke his 
neck in the Tollerton Handicap Steeplechase, but 
even so he will be drawn with other horses in the 
Grand National for the Irish Hospital Sweep- 
stakes, and each person drawing him will receive 
a prize of about $2,900. 

W. C. Langley’s Evolution, one of the Ameri- 
can-owned candidates, won the Hunters’ Steeple- 
chase at Derby on February 23, with 15 others 
behind him. 


A REMARKABLE WAGER. 

English papers have had much comment of 
late on an incident in connection with the com- 
ing Derby. Meyrick Good, in The Sporting Life 
(London), gives the following version: 

“When on a visit to Newmarket recently the 
privilege was extended to me to look over the 
horses trained by Jack Jarvis. 

“Just before stable-time, when having the 
usual cocktail, Jarvis related an incident that 
took place on his Mediterranean cruise that I 
consider well worth repeating. 

“The story was, I thought, something of a 
miracle, and as I was about to see how the colt 
of that name had wintered, no more appropriate 
time could have been chosen for its narration. 

“As luck would have it, Jarvis was on the 
high seas aboard the s.s. Arandora, not many 
miles from Naples, on the day he celebrated his 
birthday. 

“That morning he was greeted on deck by his 
brother Basil, who, after wishing him the usual 
happy returns, said: ‘Jack, what about a bottle 
to celebrate the occasion ?’ 

“The steward duly brought ‘one of the best,’ 
and after emptying its contents Basil Jarvis 
picked up the empty ‘boy,’ and, writing out some 
bets, placed the slip of paper in the bottle with 
the following note: 

“Tf the finder will send the enclosed on 
to Elijah Moore, Newmarket, Cambridge, in 
the event of either horse winning he will be 
rewarded.’ 

“The corked bottle was then thrown into the 


sea. 
“The bets were £10 each way Mannamead, and 
a ‘tenner’ Miracle to win. 
“The incident was forgotten, 


and was not 
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again referred to during the remainder of the 
voyage. 

“When Basil Jarvis returned to Nawmarket, 
Elijah Moore’s vouchers were on his desk, ac- 
companying them being a letter in Italian! 

“This was straight away taken to Frank 
Butters to translate. 

“The sender stated the time and place that 
the champagne bottle was picked up, and the 
address to which the reward, if any, was to be 
sent! 

“A more remarkable story I have seldom 
heard, and it will be more remarkable still 
should Miracle prove equal to winning the Derby. 

“All I can say is that Lord Rosebery’s big 
colt has wintered wonderfully well, and what I 
liked most was that he did not impress me as 
being such a phenomenally big horse as he did 
as a two-year-old. 

“This I think is a most hopeful sign, and it 
means that he is furnishing all round and 
letting down. 

“If Miracle was a shade ungainly as a 
youngster, he has now lost all traces of awk- 
wardness, and for the time of year he looks un- 
commonly well. 

“He is not in such a perfect mould as Sand- 
wich. That would be asking too much, for I do 
not know a more symmetrical horse than the 
St. Leger winner. 

“Sandwich differs from his’ three-year-old 
stable companion inasmuch as he is bigger than 
he looks, whereas Miracle looks smaller than he 
is in reality. 

“Jarvis tells me that his charges have been 
having two canters a day for some weeks.” 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


Archie Fallon, breeder, owner, racing journalist 
and professional backer, died February 13. He 
was reputed to have won £20,000 on Spearmint in 
the Derby of 1906. 

Edgar Wallace’s body landed at Southampton 
February 23. Funeral services were held two 
days later in a tiny church in Little Marlow, near 
London. 

Thomas Henry Dey, who recently published his 
reminiscences, “Leaves from a Bookmaker’s 
Book,”’ died February 10. His son, Norman Dey, 
will carry on the firm of Thomas Henry Dey, Ltd. 

The Egerton Handicap, a hurdle race at two 
and one-half miles, was won at Manchester, 
England, February 27, by Mrs. Marshall Field’s 
Quarter Sessions, a 6-year-old brown horse by 
Son-in-Law—Princesse du Quart, by The 
Tetrarch. 

Starting favorite at 2 to 1, John Hay Whitney’s 
Lone Eagle II, by *Star Hawk—*Embassy, by 
*Ambassador IV, which was bred by Arthur B. 
Hancock at his Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., won 
the Novices Chase of £200 at Kempton, England, 
February 27. 

When W. P. Dutton became a trainer recently, 
he accepted a mount of Slater in a race for 
amateur riders only. The question arose whether 
he was within his rights, riding in an amateur 
race after having become a professional trainer. 
Stewards of the National Hunt Committee decided 
he was. 

Before Edgar Wallace left England for Cali- 
fornia last November he took out a short-term 
insurance policy in the sum of £10,000 (about 
$35,000 at current rates). The premium was 
£112 10s. He died February 10, when the policy 


had 10 days to run.
